Plant any time frost leaves ground — but remember—if you stagger L pose you lengthen period of 
bloom! 3” deep in rich, heavy soils to 6” deep in light, sandy spots. Any good complete fertilizer will do, but 
fertilizer should not actually touch bulbs. 

Dust with 5% D.D.T. every two weeks until flower color shows, to avoid thrip injury and gain really 
perfect blooms. Any cheap duster will do. This small bit of attention will make your flowers the envy of the 
neighborhood! 

Dig bulbs before ground freezes in fall, cutting tops close to bulb. Store in dry, cool, well-ventilated 
place, but do not let bulbs freeze. Dust bulbs with 5% D.D.T. or Naphthalene flakes for winter. Spread bulbs 
thinly in small boxes, to keep them from sweating.
